WABI'IMCTON, May 8.—The jury in the 


Coxey ease today returned a verdict 
finding Ouxty, llrowne and Jones guilty 
of carrying banners on the 
capitol 


grounds. On the charge of walking on 
the grass, Coxey and Browne were 
found gnilly and Jouee not guilty. A 
motion waa entered for a new trial. The 
judge's charge to the jury left them 
but little alternative but to convict, if 
they followed hia leading. Judge Miller 
granted the prisoners four days to file 
papers for a new trial. The men were 
released on bonds, signed by Frank 
Hume, a wholesale grouer. The convic- 
tion of Coxey and Jones was a surprise 
U> the common weal dyuipathizera. Uoxey 
said it was evident that thiu couviction 
was not for what he had done, but be- 
eauao of tbe principles in betialf of 
which he had labored. 


Carl Browne remarked: ''I waa sur- 


prised at the conviction ol Brother 
Coxey, because be was plainly acquit- 
ted bv tbe evidence of auy technical 
violation of tbe statutes. For my own 
part, I expected to be convicted." 


Two weuka may elapse, during which 


they will be free ou bail, before a mo- 
tion for a new trial ia argued and de- 
cided. The penalty provided by law ia 
the same for each oitense, vie: a fine 
not to exceed $100 and imprisonment in 
jail for not more than sixty days, or 
both, within the discretion of the court. 


By a curious congressional error in a 


recent bill which reorganized the dis- 
trict courts, there ia no appelate court 
to which a polico court caau can be car- 
ried. The only method of appealing 
from Judge Miller's sentence will be by 
application to a higher court for writs ui 
habeas corpus and ccrtiorari. Attorney 
Lipscomb bus announced' that he will 
take this atep if Ju •-& Miller overrules 
hia motion for a new trial. However, 
rach petition will not act as a stay of 
judgment to keep defendants from serv- 
ing their sentenced while it is pending.

Deputy Marshals Chidester 
and Jolly of Taconia were shot, the lirst 
named in the leg and the latter through 
tbe bowels. Twenty shots were tired in 
the melee. Savage, Weaver and Mc-

flesh wounds from revolver shots. In- 
tense excitement reigns at Yakiuia. 


The fight was the result ui a determin- 


ation on the part of tlie Coxeyites not to 
leave the train, which baa been held 
there since 10 o'clock this mornine.
